Edison Co. Opens 
New Sea Water 
Conversion Plant 

The first general purpose 
sea water conversion plant 
on the Pacific Coast was 
put into operation today by 
Southern California Edison 
Company at its steam electric 
plant on Mandalay Beach 
near Oxnard. 

Equipment for this dem¬ 
onstration plant was fur¬ 
nished by Cleaver - Brooks 
Special Products, Inc., of 
Waukesha, Wis., and Jacobs 
Engineering Co. of Pasadena 
were consulting engineers for 
the Edison Company.. Cost 
of the unit and installation 
was reported in excess of 
$250,000. 

Edison officials said the 
unit will be utilized to search 
for a more economical meth¬ 
od of extracting potable wa¬ 
ter from the sea by distil¬ 
lation. This plant, they said, 
is the first of its kind in the 
country to be used in con¬ 
junction with- an existing 
steam- electric generation 
station. 

“However, we are talking 
about the future,” cautioned 
Edison District Manager 
Paul J. Langlie, “and it 
should be emphasized that 
this is a pilot, experimental 
plant, one that cannot be 
expected to produce water 
at a cost competitive in any 
way to present Southern 
California .sources .such as the 
Colorado River

Ford’s 1959 Payroll Socond 
Largost in Firm’s History 


The average gross hourly 
and weekly earnings of Ford 
Motor Company employes 
during 1959 were the highest 
in the company’s history, 
Kennery D. Cassidy, vice 
president-industrial relations, 
announced today. 

Figures just compiled, Cas¬ 
sidy said, also show that the 
company’s total nationwide 
payroll last year—more than 
$1,151,585,000—was the sec¬ 
ond highest in Ford’s 56- 
year history. 

Average gross hourly earn¬ 
ings of Ford hourly employes 
in 1959 was $2,888, compared 
with the 1958 record of $2,739 
an hour. Average weekly 
gross earnings totaled 
$122.87, compared with the 
old record of $108.88, also set 
in 1958. 

Last year, average hours 
worked by Ford hourly em¬ 
ployes totaled 42.33 a week, 
compared with 39.75 in 1958.

Ford’s total employment at 
year-end had climbed to 169,- 
717 working from a low of 
144,270 in August. 

For the fourth quarter, em¬ 
ployment averaged 168,407 
men and women, and the 
average gross earnings for 
hourly workers was $2,932 an 
hour .
